The Particulars of the Wreck of the Huron. 


Norrork, Va., November 26.—The 
steamer Bonita, Captain Kane, ar 
rived thie morning at 9 o'clock, from 
Nag's Head, having on board four of- 
ficers and thirty seamen, rescued 
from the wreck of the United States 
sloop Huron, and also eight dead 
bodies taken from the surf on Satur- 
day. An interview with one of the 
rescued gives the following informa- 
tion: Left Hampton Roads about 
11 A. M. on Friday; discharged pilot 
at the capes at 1 o'clock. At that 
time a stiff breeze and heavy sea 
running from the southeast. During 
the afternoon the wind steadily in- 
creased, and sea also increasing. By 
nigbt the wind had increased to a 
gale. About 8o’clock the jib and 
flying jibstays were carried away, 
while the gale was fearfal; went. to 
bed at 8.30; was aroused about mid- 
night by the qnartermaster calling 
Master French, heard French ask 
him how was the weather; the qnar- 
termaster replied bad; I dozed off 
again, and was aronsed about 1.10 
by the thnmping of the ship when 
ahe struck bottom; ran on deck and 
found the vessel ashore about 300 
yards from land. The surf made a 
clean sweep across the decks, and 
the ship broke up very fast. There 
was Do confusion and no signe of 
fearon board. All the port boats 
were washed away, and the cutter 
was lowered and swamped along side. 
None of the saved were on duty at 
the time the vessel struck. It is im- 
possible to give the true cause of the 
great disaster. Some say it was 
carelessness others assign it to 
the effort of the navigator to hug the 
shore. and keep ont of the gulf 
stream. When she lost Carrituck 
Light she could not see Body Island 
Light on account of the fog Kitty- 
hawk, the scene of the disaster, is 
near a small settlemen.t off the dry 
coast of North Carolina, and ia situa- 
ted between Cape Henry and Nag'a 
Head, Ding“ within afew miles of 
the latter place. 

The ship strnck nbout eight miles 
south of patria and two miles 
north of life-saving station No. 7. 

The Huron was one of the eight 
sloops of war authorized by act of 
Congress, approved February 16, 18 
73, all of which bavo already been 
lannebed. Her frame was laid Sep: 
tember 3, 1878. Her dimensions 
were Length over all, 213 foot; 
length of deck, 191 foot; depth of 
hold, 16 feet, and sho was about 560 
tons register. Her battery consisted 
of one 11-iuch pivot gun, de 9 inch 
ag guns and one 60-pounder 

rifle. She was bnilt at the Norfolk 
Nay A Yard, and launebed on March 
875, being the first vessel 
launched from that yard since the 
close of the war. Sho was bark rig- 
ged, and had a back-acting compound 
screw engine of 800 horse power. On 
March 18, 1877, she sailed from Port 
Royal, South Carolina, on a solentifio 
cruise in the West Indies, having 
been ordered to Port Spain, Island 
of Trinidad, where her apecial work 
was commenced, During the trip 
she visited all tho important places 
on the nortbern and eastern consts 
of South America. For this work 
she carried a complete array of ap- 
paratus. She returned from this 
cruise in August, arriving at Phila- 
dolphia on the 17th of that month. 
After remaining at this port for a 
short time sbo sailed South again, 
and wasin Hampton Roads, off For- 
tress Monroe, on the 20th inst.

OUR AGRIOULTURAL PROGRESS, 


In this, the year following the cen- 
tennial of our existence asa nation, 
with all the advantages poasesred by 
the farmer in the way of improved 
agricultural implements and modern 
labor-saving machinery, and of. easy 
facilitión to market for the sale of hie 
farm produce or the purchase of his 
home supplies, it is almost impossi 
ble to realize ‘the difficnities and 
disadvantages which attended the 
puranit of farming in the old thirteen 
colonies one hundred years and more 
ayo. An'old author speaks. of farm 
ing at that time asa so. business, in 
whith intelligence was supposed to 
be ont of place, and the gains, thongb 
sure were always small. The farmer 
then gained a living only by the se- 
verest labor and by close, penurious 
economy. If be saved ea few tbou- 
sand dollars in a lifetime of toil and 
self-denial. he was considered won- 
derfally saccessfal and forehanded. 

As far back as history records we 
find the old ayatem of farming in this 
country was to raise corn and tobac- 
co year after year. nnti! the land was 
exhansted of its original fertility. 
Land was then cheap and rich, and 
could be bought for mach less than 
the annual rent of farming land in 
‚England. ‘he old pioneer farmers, 
having enjoyed the eream of the soil, 
cleared up more land, to be subjected 
to the same process. With hardy 
enterprise they. pushed on still fur- 
tber in the wilderness. Settlements 
extended up the principal rivera and 
navigable streams; bnt it was not un- 
til the completion of the great Erie 
canal, in 1825, tlınt cheap transporta- 
tion was afforded to the Atlantic 
ports and the grain trade of the Uni 
ted States began to assume any im- 

rtance. Thie great achidvement 

aid the fonndation for the settlement 
and enltivation of the great Nortb- 
wert and the development of ite 
agricultural resources. The facilities 
for transportation and the cheaper 
raten afforded by eteam navigation 
on the rivers, lakes and oceans gave 
a still further impetus to agricaltaral 
rodnetion. and it was not until the 
ast qnarter of a century that the 
greatest progrers haa resulted fiom 
the countiesa railrouds which spread 
their lines like network over the 
whole land. Indeed the canses that 
ve led to the rapid development of 
onr agricaltural wealth have been so 
novel and so original, aud have 
crowded upon one another in such 
rapid anecession as to justify the us- 
sertion that we truly Jive in an age of 
miracles 

Gen. Washington, in hin apevch an 
President of the United States, on 
the opening of Congress in 1797, 
strongly urged apon that body the 
establishment of an agricniturnl 
board, to be fostered and assisted by 
the government. Could he now re
